Mr. GWINN. Mr. Speaker, be- 


fore the New Deal, communism 
Was an underground, outlaw move- 
ment in the United States. Barred 
from the ballot by 18 State legis- 
latures, the Stalinites were with- 
out legal standing. Their party 
was treated as the thing it was, 
a wrecking movement of godless 
outlaws and violent revolution- 
aries. Four presidents faithfully 
had preserved the United States 
policy of nonrecognition of the 
lawless Communist Russia. 


All this was changed by the New 
Deal. Early in 1933, soon after 
President Roosevelt’s inauguration 
on March 4, talk was heard of im- 
mediate recognition of the Mos- 
cow government. Before the year 
‘was out recognition had been ac- 
complished. 


Thenceforth, the outlaw breed 
of wreckers and despoilers. of 
civilization were taken into the 
family of nations, offered a place 
‘at the council table of humanity 
and, in the United States, invited 
to become a part of government. 


And precisely at this point be- 
gan the most treacherous betrayal 
of America since the founding of 
the Republic. 

Today, after 20 years of organ- 
ized Communist penetration in 
America, we have some of the 
story in the public record, the 
story of Moscow’s treacherous in- 
filtration of every major depart- 
ment and agency of our own 
United States Government, both 
in Washington and _ throughout 
those States in which large Fed- 
eral payrolls are controlled by the 
Washington bureaucrats. 


Communists Active in U. S. 
Government Since 1933 


On August 28, 1950, Lee Press- 
man, formerly an attorney in the 
Agricultural Adjustment Admin- 
istration, testified before the 
House Committee on Un-American 
Activities. Under oath, he acknowl- 
edged that he had been a mem- 
ber of a Communist Party cell in 
Washington in 1934 and 1935. He 
named three co-workers in the 
Agricultural Adjustment Admin- 
istration, the first of the New 
Deal recovery agencies, as collab- 
orators in the Communist under- 
ground then operating within the 
Federal departments under the 
Roosevelt-Wallace-Tugwell pro- 


gram to reorganize the American 


economic and political system. 


In the 16-year record of the 
House Committee on Un-American 
Activities there is no earlier date 
established for the launching of 
the Communist network within 
the structure of the American 
Government. The Communist cell 
in the State Department, which 
came to light in the Alger Hiss 
trial, began operations in 1938-39. 
The Marzani cell in the State De- 
partment did its work in 1940-43. 
The Judith Coplon ring in the 
Department of Justice was active 
in the years 1943-46. The Amer-. 
asia spy ring, which operated in 
both the State and Navy Depart- 
ments as well as in the Office of 


to Moscow in the years 1943-45. 
The atomic-energy spy ring did 
its work in 1942-46. Pressman’s 
testimony was the first from a 
former Government employee who 
had been himself a member of the 
Moscow network in Washington

SERMON WINNERS ANNOUNCED 


Fourteen Men Win $1,750 in Sword Vital Issues Sermon 
Contest Which Closed June 1. Judging of Manuscripts 
by Four Judges Just Completed

Months ago THE SWORD OF THE 
Lord announced the offering of 
$1,600 in awards for sermons on 
vital public issues. The sermons 
were to be prepared in five cate- 
gories: 

1. Communism and socialism; 

2. Catholicism and cults; 

3. Modernism; 

. 4, Worldliness; 

5. Science and the Bible or 
apologetics. 

The sermons were due June 1, 
1954. 


THE SworpD OF THE Lorp had 
previously offered awards for two 
Annual Evangelistic Sermon Con- 
tests, closing December 1, 1952, 
and December 1, 1953, respec- 
tively. In each case, $1,000 was 
offered for these distinctly evan- 
gelistic sermons. But the recent: 
contest was not for distinctly 
evangelistic sermons, but for seér- 
mons that deal scripturally and 
urgently with great issues and 
problems facing Christians. 

About 140 sermons were entered 
for consideration. Four different 
judges, including the editor, have 
spent a total of many days of 


work in selecting the winning 


sermons. First, all but 40 of the 
best sermons were eliminated, 
Then we judges set about to grade 
every one of these 40 best ser- 
mons with a definite percentage, 
Since there were to be 15 cash 
awards given, each judge listed 
in order the first, second, third, 
and on down to fifteenth place. 
When a judge gave a sermon a 
first place, that counted 15 points. 
If a judge gave a sermon second 
place, that counted 14 points. If a 
judge gave a_ sermon fifteenth 
place, that counted one point. 
Then the different points earned 
by each sermon, in the estimation 
of the judges, were added up. The 
sermon getting the most points 
got first place. 

Although there were five cate-« 
gories listed in which the noble 
men of God participating were in- 
vited to offer sermons, we had 
plainly stated that the sermons 
would be cross-judged, that is, 
they would be rated according to 
their superiority, so that the best 
sermons would get the highest 
awards, even though it might not

“(For he saith, I have heard 
thee mm a time accepted, and in 
the day of salvation have I suc- 
coured thee: behold, NOW IS THE 
ACCEPTED TIME; behold, now 
is the day of salvation.)” 

This verse shows him that God’s 
time is now. Or turn to Hebrews

If only someone cared enough to 
help him! Salvation seemed so 
near—and yet so far away for he 
was utterly unable to help him- 
self, 

He almost despaired of ever be- 
ing made whole. Doubtless he wept 
and prayed. Why, oh why, were 
men so indifferent? Why did not 
some man who was well, some man 
who was strong, help him to the 
water? Why didn’t some healthy, 
happy man take pity on the help- 
less ones? With just a little help 
he, too, could be as happy as they.

There are 
so many who need your help and 
unless you help they will never 
be saved.

What church? If a deaf young- 
ster came to your church, would 
he learn anything? Have you 
learned his sign -language? Is 
there someone in your church to 


act as interpreter?

please listen to me 
just a minute. Not because 


little or no concern about their 
salvation (Chapter VI.), until such 
a deep impression is made of their 
need of Christ, that they will not 
be willing to postpone accepting 
Him. As a rule in dealing with 
those under I., it is best to use 
only one passage, and drive that 
home by constant repetition. One 
night [ was dealing with a man 
who was quite excited, but kept 
Saying, “I cannot decide tonight.” 
Over and over again I quoted 
Proverbs 29:1. In reply to every 
answer he made, I would give this 
passage. I must have repeated it 
a great many times in the course 
of the conversation, until the man 
was made to feel, not only his 
need of Christ, but the danger of 
delay, and the necessity of a 
prompt decision. He tried to get 
away from the passage, but I held 
him to this one point. The pas- 
sage remained with him, and it 
was carried home by the provi- 
dence of God, for he came nearly 
being destroyed on the street that 
night; he was assaulted. He came 
back to the meeting the next 
night with his head all bandaged, 
and then and there accepted 
Christ. The pounding he received 
from his assailant would probably 
have done him little good, if the 
text of the Scripture had not been 
previously pounded into his head.

Helpless And Longing 

Deaf children are helpless. And 
many of them are longing for 
someone to help. My wife and song 
leader were conducting a children’s 
meeting in Illinois when I drove 
up. Inside the auditorium dozens 
of little ones were gaily sing- 
ing gospel songs. On the outside 
a small red-headed boy was look- 
ing in through the window. I yelled 
at him, inviting him to go in with 
me. He didn’t even turn around, 
I walked up behind him and again 
called out a greeting and asked 
him to go in with me. He didn’t 
even turn around. 


I walked on up and_ touched 
him. He almost jumped out of his 
skin! He was deaf and so had not 
known I was there.’ His freckled 
face was filled with wonder and 
longing as he looked again at the 
happy children singing of Jesus in 
the church—and then he ran off 
down the street. (I looked him up 
later but that’s another story.) I 
wondered how many times the lad 
had looked through the window 
and longed for: someone to help 
him to the Lord Jesus. Being deaf 
he could not hear for himself— 
someone must care enough to 
help him into the water, 


So Many Helpless 


And there are so many of these 
helpless ones. From Louisville, 
Kentucky, parents brought an 
eighteen-year-old boy to see us 
last Sunday. They wanted to know 
if a boy from Kentucky could 
come. We are glad to say yes. A 
man from near Chattanooga wrote 
to ask if we could pay bus fare 
for his son. We said yes. A man 
from. Michigan writes that he is 
coming with his granddaughter. A 
boy from Memphis. .... We sent 
out about four hundred invita- 
tions, 

And do-not have money enough 
to provide for forty!

AMERICA BATTLES CRIMINAL ARMY 

Some years ago J. Edgar Hoo- 
ver declared that crime had so in- 
creased in America that our na- 
tion was then virtually in a state 
of civil war with a criminal army 
of 4,300,000 active enemies engaged 
in “a predacious warfare against 
society.” 

Near the close of 1947 he re- 
ported this army at 7,500,000. Af- 
ter six more years of recruiting, 
its present strength may well be 
near 10,000,000. In 1952 more than 
two million major crimes were 
committed—an average of a crime 
approximately every fifteen sec- 
onds. This record surpasses all 
previous years and is an increase 
of 8.2% over 1951. But crime 
statistics of the first six months 
of 1953 predicted another record- 
breaking year. 


Well has someone said that 
America has “a perennial carni- 
val of crime.” And our annual bill 
for this perennial carnival is es- 
timated at fifteen billion dollars! 


The number of juveniles among 
the two million arrests of 1952 is 
staggering. In 232 cities of 25,- 
000 or larger population reported 
in the 1952 Bulletin of FBI, ar- 
rests of minors were: 13% of ar- 
rests for all causes; 11% of all 
arrests for murder; 35% of all 
arrests for rape; 37% of all ar- 
rests for robbery; 47% of all ar- 
rests for larceny; 62% of all ar- 
rests for burglary; 69% of all ar- 
rests for car theft. - (E. P.)

GREENVILLE, S. C. (RNS)— 
Students at Bob Jones Universi-

Did You Do What God Told You? 


Last Minute Information on Sword Building Fund.

Although this issue of THE 
SWORD OF THE LorD will probably 
reach you around July 30 or 31, 
I am writing this article on July 
13. Therefore, we do not yet know 
the outcome of our Building Fund 
drive. There are still not quite 
three weeks to go until we make 
our final payment on the Building | 
site. You will remember that we 
purchased a piece of property from 
the Presbyterian Church here. in 
Wheaton. The property was priced 
at $66,000. Twenty-two thousand 
of this is already paid and $44,000 
is due on August 1. 


Today we have in the bank 
$12,944.74. Eight hundred thirty- 
five dollars of this came in today. 
This means that approximately: 
$31,000 must come in in less than 
three weeks time. This will be a 
miracle of grace but we believe 
that God can do it. 


We know that we will have the 
full $44,000 if our friends believe 
the Lord and follow His leading. 
I am bold to say this because I 
know that God led us to sign the 
contract for the Building, He gave 
us the assurance then that we 
would have the money. Now as 
this article is written we do not 
as yet know the outcome but we 
are trusting the Lord. You are 
responsible for what God told you 
about this special Building Fund 
need. It may be that God did not 
give you any special leading about 
giving toward the Building Fund 
program, or you may have followed 
the Lord’s leading and already 
sent your gift. On the other hand, 
the Lord may have spoken to your 
heart and asked you to do some- 
thing on the Building Fund need 
and you may have been busy and 
forgot about it. If God did speak 
to you and you did not send your 
gift yet, then I know we will be 
needing it. 

It has been thrilling to see God 
work in the hearts of our friends. 
We have sixty-seven $100 pledges. 
These folks have either sent $100 
on the Building Fund need, or 
will send it by August 1. Just 


yesterday I received the following 
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letter from a_ good friend in 
Fresno, California: 
“Dear Brother Handford: 
“When I recewed your letter

turn out that a first prize or 
second prize and a third prize 
would be given in each of the five 
classes of sermons, and that some 
classes of sermons might deserve 
more than three prizes. 


It actually turned out that two 
of the first prizes were earned by 
sermons discussing modernism, 
two in the class on worldliness, 
and one in the class of com- 
munism.

Forgiveness, the Greatest 
Blessing 
I am sure the man and his 
friends, too, were tremendously 
surprised at that. He had not come 


all this way, and taken all this 


trouble, in order to be forgiven 
of his sin. He had come to se- 
cure healing for his body. He had 
come in order that he might be 
free from this constant shaking 
and this continual aching in every 
part of him. But the Lord Je- 
sus, entirely ignoring his desire, 
said to him, “Son, thy sins are 
forgiven,” 

Surely there is a lesson in that 
for us. By it the Saviour would 
teach us that the forgiveness of 
sin is a far greater need and a 
far more to be desired blessing 
than the healing of the body. We 
are not inclined to think that. 
Our physical health is to most of 
us a far more important matter 
than our spiritual welfare. 


When Satan spoke to God about 
Job, he said, “Skin for skin, yea, 
all that a man. hath will he give 
for his life.” That is not always 
true. There have been men and 
women, too, who have given their 
lives rather than compromise their 


faith, but for the most part it is 
not so. Multitudes are willing to 
barter their eternal welfare for 
their temporal comfort. And the 
Lord Jesus warns us against that. 
When the multitude who ate of 
the loaves and fishes followed 
Him around the lake, He said to 
them, “Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, Ye seek me, not because ye 
saw signs, but because ye ate of 
the loaves, and were filled. Work 
not for the food which perisheth, 
but for the food which abideth 
unto eternal life, which the Son 
of man shall give unto you: for 
him the Father, even God, hath 
sealed.” (John 6:26,27). Strive not 
for that which will ultimately go. 
But strive for that which will 
abide forever. It’s a very needed 
warning in our day and generation. 
And our Lord would emphasize it. 
“Son, thy sins are forgiven.” 


Now we need that warning. 
There is no reason to believe that 
this man’s sin was any more 
heinous than is ours. We are not 
told that his sickness was in any 
way related to his sinfulness, It 
could have been, of course. Sin is 
sometimes paid for with bodily 
suffering. But it is not always so.

cerned about the man who was 
born blind, they said, ‘Rabbi, 
who sinned, this man, or his par- 
ents, that he should be born blind?” 
But the Lord Jesus said, ‘Neither 
did this man sin, nor his parents: 
but that the works of God should be 
made manifest in him” (John 9: 
2, 3). Sometimes God permits us 
to suffer in order that He may be 
glorified, It was certainly so in 


and Martha sent word to the 
Saviour that Lazarus was sick, we 
read, ‘““This sickness is not unto 
death, but for the glory of God” 
(John 11:4). And you know how 
the sickness worked out to the glo- 
ry of God. The sickness made 
possible the raising. And it was the 
raising of Lazarus that made the 
crowd follow the Saviour and 
shout “Hosanna,” thus fulfilling 
the prediction of the prophet and 
demonstrating the truth of the 
Word of God. Lazarus’ sickness 
was for the glory of God. And 
it could very well be that this 
palsy was for the same purpose. 
In any event, the Lord Jesus put 
this man’s forgiveness ahead of 
his healing. And this demon- 
strates your foremost need and 
mine. 


Christ, the Only One Who 
Can Forgive Sins 

Now if that need is to be met, 
and we are to be forgiven, we 
must get to Christ. When the 
Lord Jesus said, “Son, thy sins 
are forgiven,” the scribes began 
to reason in their hearts, saying, 
“Why doth his man thus speak? 
he blasphemeth: who can forgive 
sins but one, even God?” (Mark 
ert). 


They were perfectly right about 
that. None can forgive sin but 
God. And so far as I know, none 
has ever attempted to forgive sin 
but God. I am conscious, of course, 
that some churches have a form of 
absolution in which the priest pro- 
nounces forgiveness. But they do 
that, not as an inherent right, but 
as claiming to be representatives 
of God. I do not believe they have 
the right to do even that. As a 
child of God, I have as much right 
as any one to prenounce forgive- 
ness, but I wouldn’t dare assume 
that responsibility. And if I did, 
none could ever be sure he was 
forgiven; for none but God can 
forgive, and only as He pronounces 
forgiveness can we be sure of be- 
ing forgiven. And so I repeat, if 
we are to find forgiveness, we 
must get to Christ. He and He 
alone can bestow this greatest of 


the case of Lazarus. When Mary. 


all blessings. ‘““There is none other 
name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved” 
(Acts 4:12). For there is none 
other person who can provide the 
salvation. He and He alone can 
say, “Thy sins are forgiven.” And 
if we are to be forgiven, we must 
get to Christ. 

But now in getting to Christ 
we are going to find a lot of 
obstacles in the way. When the 
man came seeking the Saviour, he 
found that it wasn’t as easy as he 
had expected. There were obstacles 
in the way, and difficulties which 
he had to overcome. And it will 
be so with us. You can be sure 
of one thing: Satan will make it 
hard for you to get to Christ. And 
if we are going to get to Him, 
we are going to need what this 
man had. And I want to look at 
him for a moment to see what 
it was he had. 


He Had a Sense of Need 


He Runew that he needed Christ. 
Now of course it was quite easy 
for him to recognize that need 
for it was physical. Physical needs 
are easily discovered. 


I heard some time ago of a boy 
who was impervious to pain. Some- 
thing was wrong with his nervous 
system and he could feel nothing. 
They could stick a pin into him, 
or cut a finger from him, and he 
couldn’t feel it. And the doctors 
were alarmed because if some di- 
sease fastened itself upon him, he 
wouldn’t be able to feel it, and he 
would die before it was discovered. 
Physical disorder brings pain— 
and pain is a blessing. 

But that is not so with our 
spiritual illness. It ought to be. If 
we are normal, as God intended 
us to be, any wrongdoing will in- 
stantly be registered on our con- 
science. But the sad fact is that 
conscience can be seared and 
stifled to the point where we fail 
to recognize wrong. Paul could 
imprison and torture and kill in 
all good conscience. And multi- 
tudes are like him in that. We 
don’t know what sin is. We are 
like the boy who feels nothing. 

But the sad fact is that we are 
sinners, and in desperate need. 


I read last week of a minister 
who spends his vacation working 
as a laborer or a cab driver in 
order to get the viewpoint of the 
laboring man. And he said, “I have 
learned that there is some good 
in everyone.” Undoubtedly there 
is some good in everyone. But deep 
down in everyone there is also 
something bad. “All have sinned 


rand come short of the glory of 


God.” And that fact needs to be 
recognized. And unless it is, and 
until it is, there can be no for- 
giveness, 


Once in a while someone will 
commit some so-called terrible sin, 
and like David will say, “Have 
mercy upon me, O God, according 
to thy lovingkindness: according 
to the multitude of thy tender 
mercies blot out my transgressions. 
Wash me thoroughly from mine 
iniquity, and cleanse me from my 
sin. For 1 acknowledge my trans- 
gressions: and my sin is ever be- 
fore me” (Ps. 51:1-3). But, oh, 
that we who are covered with a 
thin veneer of respectability 
could see that our sin is just 43 
bad, and our need just as great. 


He Had the Conviction 
of Faith 
“And Jesus seeing their faith 
saith unto the sick of the palsy, 
Son, thy sins are forgiven...” 
—Mark 2:5. 


So many interpret that to mean 
the faith of the four who carried 
him. I can’t understand why they 
jeft him out. I can imagine that 
scene. They come and find the 
crowd around the door. They try 


‘to push their way past the crowd. 


But none will yield—for crowds 
are selfish things. And finally I 
can hear one of them saying, “Jt’s 
no use; we can’t get near Him. 
Let’s go home.” And then I hear 
the man on the bed saying, “Oh, 
no, we’re not going home. Up the 
steps. Off with the roof.” Cer- 
tainly it was his faith as well as 
theirs. 


“And seeing their faith .. ” 
For without faith there can be no 
forgiveness. Do you believe that 
the Lord Jesus can do for you 
what you need to have done? I 
mean, do you really believe it? 

That’s a great word which the 
Apostle Paul, speaking of himself, 
gives us in I ‘Timothy 1:13: 
‘“‘Thouzh I was before a blasphem- 
er, and a persecutor, and injurious: 
howbeit I obtained mercy.” He 
never forgot his sin. The memory 
of those blasphemies and slayings 
remained with him to his dying 
day. But though the memory cf 
it remained, the sting of it was 
gone. He ebtained mercy. 


Mercy is for you, dear friend. 
Will you receive it today? Whoev- 
er you are, and whatever you have 
done, you may hear the Lord. 
Jesus say, “Thy sins are forgiven 
thee.”

often heard among immature 
young people, and, I am sorry to 
say, it is sometimes heard from 
older people who have an ax to 
grind. Modernists and friends of 
modernists often use your argu- 
ment to help promote the unbelief 
of modernism. But I think I can 
show you that in this they are 
not logical and not always honest. 


I will publish your letter and 
my answer. So, for your conven- 
ience and for readers of THE 
SworRD OF THE LorD, let me dis- 
cuss some of your statements. 


1. You Oppose a College 
Teaching Definite Doctrine. 
Is That Sensible? 


You say, “Colleges, especially 
Christian colleges, in a_ free 
society, are not fulfilling the true 
purpose of a college if they merely 
indoctrinate,” and then you praise 
Meredith College for having Nels 
Ferre, the infidel who says that 
Christ was probably born as a 
bastard child of a blond German 
soldier and harlot Mary. You Say, 
“IT salute the Christian college 
which, instead of indoctrinating, 
presents ‘the other side’....” 


But the word doctrine simply 
means teaching and comes from 
the Latin word doceo, meaning 
“to teach.” Webster’s New Col- 
legiate Dictionary defines doctrine 
as: “That which is taught; a 
principle or body of principles, in 
any branch of knowledge; tenet; 
dogma, principle of faith.’”’ Do you 
really want a college without any 
teaching? Are there no facts to 
learn, no principles worth teach- 
ing? I think that a little sober 
thinking here will show you that 
you did not weigh your statement 
very carefully. If colleges are not 


to teach, then why have colleges? 


2. You Think That College 


-Students Are Mature 
Enough to Weigh All the 
Evidence and Decide Right 
Without Any Influence of 
Teachers! 

You say, ‘“‘Coltege students have 


- minds of their own. We can recog- 


nize and evaluate speakers—we 
do not accept as truth every word 
that is uttered.’”’ So you insist that 
the Christian college ought to have 
infidel speakers like Ferre as well 
as some, we suppose, who are 
Christians and believe the Bible. 
You say, “The students must then 
think, question and investigate!” 
And you think that hearing both 
sides without any bias, without 
any ieading, without any showing 
up of the falsity of the ungodly 
position will turn out fine with 
thinking students! 


But, Shirley, that is simply the 
position of an immature child. It 
ignores the facts in the case, and 
that philosophy, when followed, 
always brings disaster. A fifteen- 
year-old girl says to her mother, 
“You ought to trust me. I can 
take care of myself. I know what 
is right.” So she wants unchaper- 
oned dates, wants to be out until 
all hours in the morning without 
any rules to go by. She wants to 
think, investigate, and decide for 
herself! Children resent the super- 
vision of parents who tell them 
what is right. Pupils resent «the 
supervision of teachers who tell 
them what is right. Lost sinners 
resent the commands of God tell- 
ing them what they must do and 
what they must. not do. The 
prodigal son, in the Bible, ran 
away from home and wasted his 
substance on riotous living, and 
landed in a hog. pen in want. and 
shame, because he had your idea, 
that immature young people do 
not need any supervision, do not 
need anybody to tell them what 
is right, but need just to be left 
to their own devices and to make 
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their own decisions. But that is 
not right in principle and it never 
works right in practice! 


In fact, the whole principle of 
education is illustrated in the very 
meaning of the word. The Latin 
word educere from which we get 
our word educate, means ‘‘to lead 
out.’”’ That is, one is not educated 
until he is led carefully along and 
is taught what is right by those 
who know. Children need the dis- 
cipline, need the sure, firm hand 
of parents and teachers, until they 
are indoctrinated, that is, until 
they are taught what are some 
necessary facts, and until they can 
learn to control themselves and 
their actions based on certain 
definite facts of right and wrong. 


For example, if you do not need 
anybody to lead you, do not need 
anybody to tell you what is right, 
then why go to college at all? 
There are plenty of books in the 
library, and why should anybody 
need to tell you which book to 
read and which book to leave 
alone? You want to “think, to 
question and investigate’! It is 
obvious that the whole meaning 
of a college is lost and that edu- 
cation itself has no genuine mean- 
ing, unless people are led out and 
developed into certain, deiinite 
convictions and into a knowledge 
of certain facts, until a happy 
and true philosophy of life is 
formed, based on truth and facts, 
and based on certain developed 
habits of character which children 
would not develop by themselves. 


3. You Indicate That There 
Are No Facts Worth Learn- 
ing, No Truths Worth De- 
fending, No Principles for 
Which One Ought to Stand. 
Is Not That Silly? 


You want Christian colleges not 
to-indoctrinate people, not to tell 
people that “this is right and that 
is wrong.” You simply want Chris- 
tian colleges to let infidels and 
people of various ideas bring their 
truth or their poison, and without 
any influence from the teachers, 
allow the pupils to make up their 
own minds! Now consider how 


In school one has to learn the 
multiplication table. It is taught 
as a dogmatic fact that two times 
two equal four, that seven times 
eight equal fifty-six. Now do you 
advocate one teacher teaching a 
child that two times two make 
four and another person teaching 
the child that two times two make 
eighty-nine? Do you really believe 
that error should be put before the 
pupil just as strongly as a fact? 
How could anybody claim to be 
educated if somebody did not teach 
and prove to him that two times 
two make four, and teach him 
the other definite, unshakable 
facts of the multiplication table? 
Well, truth ought to be taught 
instead of error, and fact instead 
of misinformation. No school. has 
a right to the respect of decent 
people which does not set out to 
teach the truth instead of error 
and to teach facts instead of mis- 
information. 

In chemistry, H20O stands for the 
scientific fact that there are two 
parts of hydrogen to one part 
oxygen in the water we drink. Now 
do you believe that people ought 
to be taught that definite fact, in 
chemistry, or would you think it 
is just as well for anybody to 
make up any formula they. like, 
though it be false, and teach it to 
pupils as a fact? What would you 
think of the intelligence and integ- 
rity of any teacher who allowed 
any ignoramus to come in and 
teach as a fact something which is 
absolutely scientifically false on 
such matters? 

It is part of the foolishness of 
some ungodly and_ unscientific 
people to think that truth is only 
relative, that morals are only rela- 
tive. 

It is just as silly to have any- 
body teach that the Ten Com- 
mandments are not right as to 
teach that the multiplication table 
is wrong. The truth of God in 
the Ten Commandments and the 
truth of God in the multiplication 
table are both alike eternal truths, 
and one may trifle with them only 
at his peril. And no one has a 
right to claim to be educated until 
he learns certain basic truths on 
moral and spiritual principles as 


Do you really believe that in 
trying to grow a crop there ought 
to be one farmer who would come 
along and try to raise the corn 
and anofher farmer in the same 
field, and in the same row, try to 
raise weeds in competition with 
the corn? Anybody who wants to 
raise corn had better be against 
the weeds. Anybody who wants 
to educate normal Christian young 
men and women had better be 
against falsehood and lies and 
deceit and immorality and anti- 
Christianity as represented by Nels 
Ferre. 


It is silly to suppose that for 
every baby there ought to be one 
member of the family trying to 
feed it good food and another per- 
son trying to poison it. It is silly 
to suppose that in a Christian col- 
lege one teacher ought to be 
teaching people to do what is 
right and another teacher teaching 
them to do what is wrong. It is 
silly to suppose that a college has 
a right to claim to be Christian 
while it represents the Devil just 
as much as it represents Christ, 
and represents infidelity just as 
much as it représents the Bible! 
No, that is not thoughtful. You 
didn’t do enough thinking and 
investigating on this matter or you 
would never have made any such 
suggestion. 


4. You Indicate That It Is Un- 
scientific to Be Biased for 
the Right, to Take Sides Be- 
tween Right and Wrong 

Men of science sometimes say 
that when they teach evolution as 
a fact instead of divine creation 
as taught in the Bible, and when 
they teach other unproved theories 
contrary to. the Word of God that 
they are simply unbiased, scien- 
tific, and objective in their 
viewpoint and methods, with 
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cold analysis trying to find 
the truth. But actually § any- 
body who goes’ against’ the 


Bible is not objective and not 
scientific. For example, nobody in 
the world who is truly educated 
can say that proof has been found 
for the evolution of one species 
from another, the evolution of 
man from anthropoid apes, the 
evolution of plants and animals 
from a single cell. No such proof 
has ever existed. Again and again 
those who teach evolution have 
faked ‘‘evidence” as the so-called 
Piltdown man was faked. But no 
real proof exists. People hope and 
believe that the foolish supposi- 
tions of evolution are true because 
they do not want to believe in 
a personal God, in the authority of 
the Bible, and in the deity of 
Jesus Christ, a Saviour whom they 
must accept or face in judgment. 


On the other hand, every true 
Christian knows that there are 
certain proven facts which he need 
not question and cannot scientific- 
ally question. There is the fact 
of God, a Creator. Here is a uni- 
verse already made. Somebody 
made it. Only a fool says there is 
no God. That is the Christian 
position, and a man who does not 
have that position is not a Chris- 
tian. The true Christian knows 
that the Bible is the Word of God. 
He is not guessing. It is not 
merely a matter of sentiment. 
Abundance of evidence has con- 
vinced millions of the noblest, 
most intelligent, and most moral 
people through the _ centuries 
that the Bible is what it claims 
to be, the infallible Word of God. 


Every Christian knows that 
Jesus Christ is God come in hu- 
man form, born of.a virgin, raised 
bodily from the dead, and that 
He is the only Saviour. 


There are certain absolutes, 
certain axioms, certain facts as 
evident as that the shortest dist- 
ance between two points is a 
straight line, as definite as that 


well as on physical principles, 


two times two make four. A Chris- 


tian has certain definite convic- 
tions, a certain factual basis for 
Christianity. For anybody to act 
on the’ supposition that there 
are no_ absolutes, there = are 
no definite facts, that there is 
no authority, and to leave college 
students to wade around in the 
guesses, suppositions, and pervert- 
ed teachings of infidels, on the 
sorry claim that they are teaching 
students to think, to investigate 
and to question, is senseless and 
wicked. 


The college that is not biased in 
favor of the Bible is not Christian, 
The individual who is not biased 
in favor of Jesus Christ and the 
Bible and the Ten Commandments 
and Christian morality, is not 
Christian. 


To be without convictions is to 
be without character. Not to teach 
people definite convictions is not 
to build character. No one has a 
right to the respect of young 
people and no one has a right to 
train young people who does not 
have deep-seated convictions on 
matters of right and wrong, on 
matters of Christ and salvation 
and this world and the world to 
come. 


I assure you, Shirley, you have 
not done enough thinking on this 
matter, and you did not have 
facts at hand on which to base 
your thinking, or you would never 
have made such a foolish proposal 
as you have about Christian col- 
leges having infidels and everybody 
on the wrong side always to pre- 
sent their point to the immature 
minds of college students. 


One matter mentioned in your 
own letter shows how foolish is 
the idea that one should not have 
definite bias in favor of the right, 
and promote the right against the 
wrong. You say, “A former presi- 
dent of one of the larger colleges 
of our country has said, “The right 
to think, to question and investi- 
gate is the basic difference be- 
tween the free world and the 
world of totalitarianism.’ ’’ Now I 
am not against investigating and 
thinking and questioning. I agree 
with him. But note here that the 
college president you qucte had a 
definite bias in favor of what he 
called “the free world’”’ and a bias 
against ‘“‘the world of totalitarian- 
ism.”” For instance, he would in- 
sist that no one be admitted be- 
fore the colleges to teach a totali- 
tarian government, a government 
by a dictator, taking away the 
freedoms of the people. And yet 
you use his argument as a reason 
in favor of having infidels teach 
against Christianity! You see, you 
did not think that through! 
Even the college leaders who 
would have Nels Ferre do not 
agree with your philosophy that 
students should have the bad side 
as well as the good side. The 
simple truth is that the people 
who have Nels Ferre are for his 
doctrine. They agree with his 
teaching. They do not believe in 
Bible Christianity. They are not 
really having “both sides,” but 
only the wrong side. The same 
colleges that have Nels Ferre 
teach that Mary was probably a 
harlot outside a Roman army 
camp and that Jesus was a sin- 
ful man, and that it is a sin to 
worship Jesus, etc., would naver 
have any out-and-out fundamen- 
talist come and defend the Bible. 
For example, the Southern Baptist 
Seminary at Louisville, or Mere- 
dith College, at Meridith, North 
Carolina, both of which have had 
Nels Ferre, would never have me 
come and give a series of lectures 
on the verbal inspiration of the 
Bible, the virgin birth of Christ, 
the premillennial second coming 
of Christ, and other fundamental 
truths of the Bible. The simple 
truth is that they do not believe 
in presenting both sides equally. 
They believe in slanting the teach- 
ing in favor of the doctrine they 
hold. They would not have had 
Dr. H. A. Ironside, great and dis- 
tinguished Bible teacher and 
scholar now gone to be with 
Christ. They will not have Dr. 
Walvoord, president of the Dallas 
Theological Seminary, to present 
the fundamental viewpoint, the 
Bible teaching about itself as the 
verbally-inspired Bible, the teach- 


about other fundamental 
trines. ‘ 


You say that you are a student 
in a Baptist college. All right. 
Make a test of this. If they are 
“open to both sides,” then you get 
me a date to come for a week of 


religious emphasis in your college 
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ing about the virgin birth, and} 
doc- |} 


to speak on great fundamentals 
of the faith from the viewpoint 
of the historic Christian position, 
that the Bible is the infallible 
Word of God, etc. I am prepared 
to lecture on that subject and 
would be glad to come and help 
students. But you will find, if you 
do not already know it, that your 
college is not interested in the 
fundamental viewpoint. They 
would favor Nels Ferre, I judge, 
and would favor having modern- 
ists come and lecture. They may 
say it is because of “scholarship,” 
but the real reason is .that they 
favor the doctrines that such men 
teach, or they would not have 
them. Now why don’t you try and 
{ind out for yourself whether they 
really want “the other side’ or 
whether they are really biased in 
favor of the infidel position? 


5. You Say, “The Christian 
College Holds the Greatest 
Promise for a Better Socie- 
ty.” But in What Sense Is a 
College Christian if It Does 
Not Stand Up for the De- 
fense of the Faith and Op- 
pose Infidelity and Modern- 
ism? 

If all they do at a Christian 
college is to present both sides, 
or, more particularly, the infidel 
side, then how can that differ 
from the secular college? You 
will understand that in this matter 
I have had some experience. I am 
a graduate of Decatur Baptist 
College, and of Baylor University; 
I taught in Wayland Baptist Col- 
lege; I attended Southwestern 
Baptist Theological Seminary and, 
briefly, the University of Chicago. 
I am now officially connected 
with three Christian schools. What 
right has any college to call itself 
Christian if it does not defend the 
Christian faith? If a school favors 
the teaching of Nels Ferre and 
Bob Ingersoll, and has them speak 
to students, then on what basis 
has it a right to ask for’ the sup- 
port of Christian people? -Stu- 
dents can be taught evolution, can 
be taught modernism, , can. be 
taught infidelity in a State uni- 
versity, so why should they go 
to a Christian school to: “get such 
things? 

The plain simple truth is that 
no Christian ought ever to sup- 
port any college which has a man 
like Nels Ferre. Southern Bap- 
tists ought never to support any 
college or seminary that has 
George Buttrick, Reinhold Nie- 
buhr, Nels Ferre, or others of 
their kind who do not believe the 
Bible, who are not converted, who 
definitely oppose historic Chris- 
tianity, though they pretend to 
be Christians. My Southern Bap- 
tist people sin against God when 
they support any educational in- 
stitution that has Nels Ferre. If 
a college does not stand up for 
Jesus Christ and for His deity, 
and for salvation by the blood, 
for the plenary inspiration -and 
authority of the Word of God, i 
is not truly Christian; it is deceiv- - 
ing and betraying the confidence 
of the common Christians who sup- 
port it with their means in the 
name of Christ. 


Now if you really think and 
question and investigate a little 
on this matter, you will see that 
it is fundamentally immoral for 
people to teach infidelity and do 
it with the money of people who 
are against infidelity and who 
are trying to get people saved and 
trying to teach young people to be 
good Christians. 


Thank you, Shirley, for your 
letter. I will be glad to hear from 
you again. And I trust that this 
little discussion will help you and 
many, many others who read it in 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD.

during the first months of the 
New Deal, dating from March 4, 
1933. 


The three other Communist 
Party members who worked close- 
ly with him in the Agriculture 
Adjustment Administration’s 
Kremlin cell were named by 
Pressman in his testimony as first, 
Nathan Witt, who later became 
secretary of the National Labor 
Relations Board; and shaped our 
Federal labor policy for years; 
second, John J. Abt, who was 
chief of the legal section of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Admin- 


istration in 1933, became assistant 


general counsel for Harry Hop- 
kins’ Works Progress Administra- 
tion in 1935, and assistant to the 
Attorney General in 1937-38; and 


third, Charles Kramer, who left} 


the Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration to become general 
counsel to the Senate Labor Com- 
mittee, in which capacity he was, 
with Chairman Robert F. Wagner, 
of New York, one of the principal 
authors of the Wagner Act, which 
gave communism a free hand in 
the American labor movement. 


In a very real sense, Pressman’s 
testimony forms the vital missing 
link in the Communist trail in 
New Deal Washington. The many- 
sided Moscow network which came 
to light in later years in all the 
major departments of the Govern- 
ment, was seeded originally in 
1933 in the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration, when Henry 
A. Wallace was Secretary of Agri- 
culture, with Rexford Guy Tug- 


well as Under Secretary and top. 


administrator of the ‘first-uncon- 
stitutional—incarnation of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Admin- 
istration. : 

Pressman was first named as an 
influential kingpin of the Wash- 
ington Communists in the early 
New Deal era, in the testimony 
of Whittaker Chambers, in August 
1948. When the House Commit- 
tee called him on that occasion, 
Pressman dismissed Chambers’ 
charges’ as ‘“‘the stale and lurid 
mouthings of a Republican exhibi- 
tionist.” In the same manner, Al- 
ger Hiss had denied Chambers’ 
accusations with unrestrained ve- 
hemence. Two years—and one 
presidential election—were to pass 
before the record would be com- 
pleted by Pressman’s frank ad- 
mission—after the Communist ag- 
gression in Korea—that he had 
himself suggested Alger Hiss for 
appointment as general counsel 
for the Senate Munitions Investi- 
gating Committee in 1935, from 
Which post Hiss moved on _ to 
larger fields of public service in 
the State Department and the 
United Nations Preparatory Com- 
mission. 

After leaving Federal service in 
1936 Pressman became a national 
figure as general counsel for the 
CIO, at $19,000 a year. As legal 
guide and mentor to the late Sid- 
ney Hillman, Pressman was a mov- 
ing force in the CIO- Political Ac- 
tion Committee, which re-elected 
Roosevelt for the third and fourth 
terms, put Henry Wallace in as 
Vice-President and then Secretary 
of Commerce, and extended its 
Strangle hold on Congress. 

As long ago as December 1948, 
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the House Committee on Un-Ame- 
rican Activities reported: 

Communist espionage has 
broken through the security forces 
of the United States Government 
and made off with secret infor- 
mation of both military and diplo- 
matic plans, policies, and actions. 
This espionage system has been 
carefully developed over a period 
of more than 15 years, and it has 
been successful to a degree critical 
to the welfare and safety of the 
people of this Republic. 


The Socialist New Deal a 
Fertile Ground for 
Communism 

It is significant thatthe develop- 
ment period .of this Communist 
network . -in', Washington—more 
than 15 years, as of 1948—links 
perfectly with Pressman’s testi- 
mony that his own Communist 
activity in AAA dated back to the 
very launching of AAA in 1933- 
34. Thus, there is now established 
in the printed public record an un- 
broken. chain of organized Com- 
munist activity, at the direct ex- 
pense of the United States tax- 
payers, within the very structure 
of our own Federal Establishment, 
continuously since the first days 
of the New Deal. 

In the light of this public 
record, the New Deal now stands 
exposed as the spawning ground of 
organized communism within the 
Structure of American Govern- 
ment. Under the protective shelter 
of the New Deal’s alphabetical 
wonderland, communism ceased to 
be an outlaw, underground move- 
ment, to become an active, direct- 
ing force in government. 


Following official acceptance at 
the White House, communism 
gradually penetrated every depart- 
ment and agency of the executive 
branch. When Congress, in 1948, 
began to expose this Communist 
infiltration with unanswerable 
evidence, President Truman ridi- 
culed the work of the Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee with the 
flippant rejoinder “red herring.” 
But this complacent tolerance of 
Kremlin-directed communism in 
Washington had been foretold in 
an earlier campaign utterance of 
President Truman, who had said 
of Stalin, at Eugene, Oregon, on 
June 11, 1948: 


“IT like old Joe. He’s a decent 
fellow, but he’s a prisoner of the 
Politburo,” 

Now it appears our own Harry 
was a prisoner of a_politburo, 
American variety. 

As a fellow prisoner with Old 
Joe, President Truman's accept- 
ance of communism as a benign 
world power came more than 10 
years after the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities had be- 
gun a systematic delineation of 
world Communist sabotage and 
espionage in the United States. 

That committee, was set up first 
by House Resolution No. 282 of 
the 75th Congress, May 26, 1938, 
and on January 3, 1945, was made 
a permanent standing committee 
of the House. 

During the first 10 years, under 
presidents Roosevelt and ‘Truman, 
the committee was the object of 
almost continuous bitter abuse and 
violent scorn from the White 
House. Congress was bombarded 
with petitions and requests to 
kill the Un-American Activities 
Committee. Since 1948, President 
Truman has sought to dismiss all 
charges of communism in Wash- 
ington as only more “red herring.” 
Many of his. administration leaders 
in Congress sought. to whitewash 
it and ridicule the extent of its 
existence. 

Yet this committee’s files today 
hold. more than 50,000 pages of 
testimony supported by literally 
tons of exhibits, tracing the 
growth of communism and its pro- 
paganda and political organiza- 
tion in the United States. 


Communism Infiltrated 
Federal Government 
Departments 

In 1939 the committee published 
the names of 10 international CIO 
unions then under complete dom- 
ination and control of known 
Communists. 

On October 30, 1939, the com- 
mittee published the names, posi- 
tions, and salaries of 563 Federal 


_!{employees in Washington known 
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avowed Communist-front organi- 
zation, the American League for 
Peace and Democracy. 

Yet it was not until March 21, 
1947—7 years later—that Presi- 
dent Truman appointed the 
Loyalty Review Board, to check on 
Communists and fellow travelers in 


the Federal departments § and 
bureaus. : 
That Board examined the 


records of more than 9,200 sus- 
pected security risks in the Gov- 
ernment service. Only 4,575 of 
these cases finally were cleared 
for; future Federal employment. 
In 691 cases the FBI investiga- 
tion was suspended when the sus- 
pected employee left the Govern- 
ment service voluntarily. 

Renewing its inquiry, into Com- 
munist penetration of the labor 
movement, the / Committee on 
March 29, 1944,) named 21 CIO 
organizations as Communist-con- 
trolied. Later the committee 
published a list of 160 educational, 
political, and propaganda organi- 
zations known to be Communist 
fronts. During the war the com- 
mittee investigated’ ;Communist 
propaganda broadcasts at Govern- 
ment expense by the Office . of 
Price Administration. 


This in- 
quiry was abandoned when two 
subofficials in: charge of OPA 


radio resigned their Federal posts. 
Later the committee put a stop to 
pro-Soviet propagarida then being 
broadcast at Federal expense by 
the Department of Agriculture. In 
1947, Gerhart Eisler was exposed 
as the No. 1 agent of the Com- 
munist International in the United 
states. -Convicted and sentenced 
to prison for passport fraud, Fis- 
ler jumped bail, escaped from the 
United States aboard the Polish 
freighter Batory, and soon became 
Stalin’s chief propaganda agent in 
Berlin, 

Such was the web and extent 
of Communist operations in the 
United States Government as dis- 
closed up to May 1950, when the 
details of the celebrated Amer- 
asia case was revealed to an un- 
suspecting American public, 
through a long-suppressed report 
of another committe of the House. 


Roosevelt-Truman Adminis- 
trations Long Shielded Com- 
munists In Government: 
the Amerasia Case 


Shortly before midnight on Sun- 
day, March 11, 1945, Federal 
agents entered the offices of the 
pro-Communist magazine Amer- 
asia, 225 Fifth Avenue, New York. 
They seized some 1,700 secret doc- 
uments stolen from the Depart- 
ment of State, War Department, 
Navy Department, Office of War 
Information, Federal Communica- 
tions Commission, and the Office 
of Strategic Services, Security 
classifieations on these documents 
ranged from “restricted” and 
“confidential” to “top secret.” 


The official report of the House 
Judiciary Committee on this raid, 
however, was not made public until 
May 22, 1950. In presenting the 
report on that date—CONGREs- 
SIONAL RecorpD, May 22, 1950, page 
7532—Chairman Sam _ Hobbs, of 
Alabama, explained that the orig- 
inal report had been filed with the 
Clerk of the House in a routine 
manner on October 23, 1946, dur- 
ing a recess of Congress. It had 
never been printed. 

Over the period of 5 years and 
2 months between the Amerasia 
raid in New York and publications 
of the Judiciary Committee’s re- 
port, all the essential material in 
these 1,700 secret documents had 
been available to Moscow. During 
those 5 years the orbit of Stalin’s 
overlordship had expanded from 
170 million population in Russia to 
more than 800 million population 
in Europe and Asia, including Po- 
land, Czechoslavkia, Hungary, Ru- 
mania, eastern Germany, Albania, 
the Baltic Provinces, China, Man- 
churia, and North Korea. But-dur- 
ing those critical 5 years of the 
cold war the American people 
never were told by President Tru- 
man that the most vital military 
and diplomatic secrets of the 
United States Government had 
been stolen by the Kremlin’s spy 
ring in Washington. 

Informed observers have ex- 
pressed the conviction that this 
case—one of the weirdest in

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American political history—is the’ 
key to America’s postwar diplo- 


to have been affiliated with an,;for 5 years served one great pur- 


pose; it sheltered and protected 
the pro-Communist ring in the 
State Department until their 
treacherous work of national be- 
trayal had been accomplished 
fully. 

About 10 a.m. in the morning 
following the Amerasia raid in 
New York—March 12, 1954— 
some of the more important re- 
covered documents were laid be- 
fore Maj.

_ ‘These people were responsible 
for the so-called Morgenthau plan 
which was intended to reduce Ger- 
many to an agrarian community 
and thereby guaranteeing the 
transcendence of Russia in West- 
ern Europe, for the first time since 
the hordes of Genghis Khan swept 
out from the East. These traitors 
made possible the Red conquest 
of China with the consequent ac- 
cretion of 400 million more people 
to the Communist flag. They set 
up the organization of the United 
Nations and gave Russia the veto 
and permanent seat in the Secur- 
ity Council. 

‘The Senate report shows that

The story of the promotion of 
Harry Dexter White by President 
Truman to the _ International 
Monetary Fund is still fresh 
enough in everyone’s mind so that 
no additional comment need be 
made here. One inference must be 
made, however, from the Harry 
Dexter White case. That is, that 
the whole story is not yet told and 
may never be told, because the 
New Deal Communist Socialists 
did not and do not want it to be 
told. As the Senate subcommittee 
put it: 

There is a mass of evidence and 
information on the hidden Com- 
munist conspiracy in Government 
which is still wmaccessible to the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
and to this subcommittee because 
persons who know the facts of 
this conspiracy are not cooperat- 
ing. 


How Communists And Social- 
ists Gained Measure of Con- 
trol of Democratic Party 


To date only the highlights of 
these 20 years of treasonable be- 
trayal in Washington have been 
sketched in the public record. 
Some day, when all the records 
may be examined, the whole 
frightful story of New Deal 
treachery, sabotage, and espionage 
will be unfolded for public ap- 
praisal. 

That story will tell exactly how 
many Communists and _ fellow- 
travelers found employment in the 
Federal bureaus after 1933. It will 
tell who, in 1945, lifted the ban 
against enlisting avowed Commu- 
nists in the United States military 
services, and why soon after we 
had as alleged by Browder over 
13,000 Communists in the armed 
services. 

But the evidence is now com- 
plete that the Communists have in- 
filtrated one of the great political 
parties. This admission is reported 
in a recent review of the Un- 
American Activities Committee. 
The Honorable MARTIN Dries, for- 
mer chairman of the Un-American 
Activities Committee, was threat- 
ened by Mr. Roosevelt himself. At 
a conference between the Presi- 
dent and Mr. Digs in 1938 at the 
White House the _ President 
warned Mr. Dies that the Demo- 
cratic Party could not win if the 
Un-American Activifies Commit- 
tee investigated the Communists 
in the CIO. Such an investigation, 
said the President, would cause 
the CIO to turn against the party 
and, said he: 


Without their support the Demo- 
cratic Party would be defeated. 


Then after ridiculing Dies for 
seeing things under the beds the 
President said: 


There is nothing wrong with 
Communists. Some of the best 
friends I have got are Communists. 


Perhaps the reason is not far 
to seek. A President who found 
Joe Stalin a decent fellow in 1948 
hardly could be expected to be- 
come really indignant and _in- 
censed that a foreign power with 
a propaganda machine at least 
equal to that of the United States 
Marines, actually had penetrated 


ernment, 


Finally Norman Thomas and 
Earl Browder have announced 
that the Socialists and the Com- 
munists have secured most of their 
program through the Democratic 
Party. They have virtually dis- 
solved the Socialist and Commu- 
nist Parties as separate units. 
They are now masters of the once- 
great Jeffersonian Democratic 
Party. Thomas and Browder write 
with satisfaction and say in effect 
that— 

Our work is done. We are satis- 
fied. Our followers numbering 
about 900,000 are now in the New 
Deal Democratic Socialist-Com- 
munist Party—tne party of the 


Thus the Communist-Socialist 
revolution was brought about by 
Roosevelt and Truman. They did 
not overthrow our constitutionally 
limited form of government by 
force and violence, but in con- 
junction with the traitors they 
overthrew the Republic by adopt- 
ing socialism and communism 
under the slogans of democracy 
and freedom. 


The Socialist-Communist Pro- 
gram of Karl Marx—Gov- 
ernment Ownership, 
Subsidies, Controls— 
What to Do? 


I should like to quote briefly 
from President Eisenhower upon 
the subject: “Because the kind of 
dictatorship under which we may 
fall today is not that brought off 
by means of a coup d’etat and a 
suddenly seized power by using 
the Army and Navy and guns to 
put us all in a strait jacket. There 
is a kind of dictatorship that can 
come about through a creeping 
paralysis of thought, readiness to 
accept paternalistic measures 
from the Government, and those 
paternalistic measures are ac- 
companied by a surrender of our 
own responsibility.” 

So the real challenge that the 
American people now face is not 
whether they shall be able to rout 
out, put in jail, or to expose Com- 
munists. It is true that the Social- 
ists-Communists did great harm 
to the Nation by the laws they 
drafted or helped draft for a rub- 
ber-stamp Congress to pass and the 
decisions they helped make in our 
foreign affairs and particularly 
in the conduct of war. 


What should really frighten us 
is that we are now actually ap- 
propriating billions of dollars to 
carry out the policies of the Com- 
munists and continue to allow 
their laws to remain on our statute 
books, 


Communism as defined in Web- 
ster’s International Dictionary is: 
“A system of social organization 
in which goods are held in com- 
mon, the opposite of the system of 
private property.” 

The New Deal Communist’s pet 
project, TVA fits into that defini- 
tion exactly. TVA is owned and 
operated by the United States 
Government; that is to say, TVA 
is a communal or public-owned 
property acquired by taking pri- 
vate property amounting to $1,788 
million, mostly from the people of 
41 States for the alleged benefit 
of the people of 7 other States. Al- 
though many millions of dollars 
are poured into this project each 
year, the project is a failure. As 
we could expect, it has failed to 
better the lot of the people. They 
suffer from a severe shortage of 
power. The State of Tennessee has 
incurred a serious decline in pro- 
ductivity. The United States 
Chamber of Commerce has com- 
piled a study of the economic 
status of Tennessee in relation to 
the 10 Southeastern States. In 
1930, before the advent of TVA, 
the population of Tennessee rank- 
ed fourth among the 10 States 
and in 1950 she still ranked 
fourth. But in 1933, just a year 
prior to operation of TVA, the 
receipts from farm marketing 
ranked Tennessee fifth, while in 
1950 she dropped to eighth place. 
The retail sales payroll in 1935 
put Tennessee in third place; in 
1948 she had dropped to fifth place. 
Retail sales in 1929 had Tennessee 
in second place; in 1948 she had 
dropped to fifth. In value added 
by manufacture, Tennessee rank- 
ed third in 1933; fourth in 
1947. In gross postal receipts she 
ranked third in 1933; down to 
fourth in 1951. 


Since TVA began its monopolistic 
control of the State of Tennessee, 
the people not only lost the will 
and initiative to produce, but they 
have also lost the power to govern 
themselves and their resources. 
The rates at which electrical 
power can be sold is dictated by 
TVA. They may not buy power 
elsewhere as private companies 
are excluded from the TVA reser- 
vation. They are dependent on the 
Federal dole and must abide by 
any rules that Congress may pro- 
mulgate. That is socialism-com- 
munism in these United States. 


It is obvious that Tennessee 
cannot expect industry inside and 
outside Tennessee to halt the de- 
cline in productivity, because in- 
dustry will not make its plans to 


future. 


depend on a Socialist-Communist 


‘community. No sensible person, 
not even a Congressman, would 
subject private property rights or 
plan his life on what Congress 
may or may not do in the support 
or failure to support TVA. 

Another example of the New 
Deal Communist legislation is 
public housing. The Communists 
live in public housing units and 
form their cells there to agitate 
for more communism. Here _ is 
what the Soviet constitution of 
1936, as amended, has to say about 
public housing: 


ArT. 6. The land * * * and the 
bulk of the dwelling houses in 
the cities and industrial localities, 
are State property, that is, be- 
long to the whole people. 


Ever since 1933 when the United 
States got into the public housing 
business it has been alleged over 
and over again that if you im- 
prove the housing conditions of 
the people you’ improve their 
morals. That has _ never been 
proved, and actually the contrary 
is true. Judge Francis J. McCabe, 
of the Rhode Island juvenile 
court, has said: 


Public housing projects don't 
wipe out juvenile and adult de- 
linquency by eliminating slums. 
Delinquents are more plentiful in 
the projects because they move 
into the projects ‘from scattered 
areas and thereby become more 
concentrated. 


Judge McCabe’s_ observations 
are borne out by statistics proved 
by the chief of police of Los 
Angeles. In that city police calls 
per thousand population in @ pri- 
vately owned project were 0.08 
per cent. In four big housing pro- 
jects the calls per thousand were 
13.75 per cent. There was 96 per 
cent more crime in permanent 
public housing projects in Los 
Angeles than in the slums them- 
selves and more than 1,000 per 
cent more crime in public housing 
projects than in the privately 
owned low-rent housing projects 
in the same city. 


The people do not like such 
houses as is proved by the high 
vacancy rates in projects in eight 
localities scattered throughout the 
Nation. 


Thus we find in the ° United 
States the consequences of com- 
munism in the areas adopting it, 
that we find in Russia, England, 
France, and other countries, viz, a 
paralysis of building houses for 
rent with private capital, ‘a low- 
ering of standards of living by 
taxpayers compelled to supply 
schools, streets, policé, and other 
like services for the tax-exempt 


Government houses, and an alarm 
ing increase of juvenile crime and 


dishonesty peculiar to all commu. | 


nism. : 
The taking of private property 


without consent by political com- | 


pulsion to make it public property 
for the benefit of special groups is 
anti-social and morally wrong. 
Moral qualities which reside in the 
individual alone certainly cannot be 
conveyed by force of government 
to another. So when government 
attempts to separate a man’s 
house or property rights from 
him by force so as to convey it 
to another, nothing of mora! value 
whatever can be conveyed. Vi0- 
lence against property rights of 
the one brings degradation to the 
other who takes the proceeds, 
Besides, it corrupts the govern- 
ment that acts as a go-between. 

Public housing and TVA are 
only two examples of the New 
Deal Socialist-Communist legisla- 
tion still on our statute books. 
Other such legislation provides for 
Government subsidies, controls 
and regimentation extending over 
more than 100 aspects of the 
Nation’s economic life. 

The principle of a constitutional 
government limited to the legal 
and moral functions of govern- 
ment has been embodied in several 
proposed constitutional amend- 
ments now pending before the 
House of Representatives and on 
which hearings will soon be 
scheduled. Every patriot of the 
Republic should interest himself 


in the disposition of these amend- 


ments and inform the Congress 
that the Nation supports the 
principle of these amendments. 

A fundamental principle is in- 
volved in this battle against social- 
ism. That principle is that indi- 
viduals exercising all their natural 
rights and powers are the only 
true source of houses, food, power 
—the source of all moral improve- 
ment with God’s help—and that 
government. must be strictly 
limited to the protection of that 
source. 


Either we believe that with all 
our hearts or we believe the exact 
opposite with all our hearts, that 
government is the source, the in- 
strument of force over men by 
which it gets or takes from them 
houses, food, power, and-so forth. 
Surely we are not going to fall 
down and worship again that old 
satanic concept that by the use 
of political power and compulsion 
we can bring about the good life of 
our people. Let us reject it utterly 
as the concept was rejected nearly 
2,000 years ago in the great temp- 
tation on the mountaintop. 
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
